Saporito, an. artist, said the j 
bribe was delivered to him in 1 
January, 1959, by his brother, 
Michael, 33, a Chtcagopolice- 

Michael Saporito vanished In 
I960 during an investigation of 
the jury-tampering. He never 
has been •found, . JfHs family 
fears that he was murdered. 

The missing policeman, 
according to Robert-Saporito’s 
testimony, “emphasized" that 
the bribery scheme was con- 
ceived by “one of the big 
boys," , , • . -

Defense attorneys, attacking 
the testimdny of Covelli ana 
Other government witnesses, 
jhave endeavored to show that 
Covelli arranged the payoff to 
the juris" without any .help 
from the defendants. 

Covelii’S'former wife, Jean- 
oie, 32, of 1718 Winoaa st, 
testified with apparent reluc¬ 
tance—as a “court’s witness." 
She was called by the court,' 
Judge V® explained, so that 
both , the prosecution and the ■ 
l defense might cross examine 
her and neither would be 
“bound" by her testimony. 

Denhd ®f Conspiracy 

She proceeded to corrob¬ 
orate, and then deny, parts of 
CovellTs story of the alleged 
conspiracy. 

She testified that, she had 
seen a list of. names, scrawled' 
on yellow paper, that Covelli 
brought 1 home during his trial. 

. Coveili sald tbat he received 
the list from German, who told 
him to deliverit to DiVarco, On' 
the-list, according to Covelli,, 
the name of Rohm Saporito 
was “marked.” 

But Mrs. Covelli testified that i 
-she did not “honestly recall” i 
any “marks” bn the Hst.

-also disputed her former hvt£

was his buddy. Covelli saw Di¬
